The first income tax was lev- 


ied during the Civil War and 
raised $376 million between 1«63 
and 1873 when it expired. A sec- 
ond income tax was adopted in 
1894 but was declared unconsti- 
tutional the following year after 
raising only S77.000. 


The modern income tax — 


initiated with the Ifith Amend- 
ment to the Constitution — be- 
gan with a maximum individual 
rate of 7 per cent in 1913-15, in- 
creased to a maximum of 77 per 
cent by 1918 because of World 
War I." 
. 


Income Taxes 
\ 


By 1917. individual and corpo- 


rate income tax collections had 
surpassed 
customs 
revenues 


and by 1920 accounted for about 
two-thirds of total federal tax 
revenues — about today's per- 
centage. 


The high-water mark for indi- 


vidual income tax rates cam* in 
1944-45. near the close of World 
War IT. when they ranged from 
23 to 94 per cent. 


After the Korean war individ- 


ual income tax rates ranged 
from 20 to 91 per cent and were 
reduced in 1964 first to a 16-77 
per cent range and this year to 
the 14-70 per cent range. 


The future of tax rates de- 


pends on what future war needs 
might be and on services pro- 
vided by governments. 


"If the economy is properly 


managed and people are satis- 
fied. I don't see how you can tell 
what the practical limits of tax- 
ation are," one economist says.

They fear that an impression 
might be given — in the words 
of one officer — that he is "in 
the race business, and he is 
not." 


Davis himself speaks with 


pride of his race and with sym- 
pathy of the civil rights move- 
ment in the United States But 
he does not consider himself a 
symbol in that movement and 
says he would hate to think he 
achieved his rank because he is 
a Negro 


Seated in his spacious air-con- 


ditioned office in Seoul's t'.N. 
headquarters, once the head- 
quarters of Japanese forces in 
Korea, he prefers to talk about 
Korea and his job here. 


He is particularly interested 


in getting Americans to under- 
stand the Korea of 1%6 and the 
mission of U.S. fighting men in 
this country. 


Korean War Fading 


"I think Americans have let 


the Korean war fade in their 
minds." he said. "There is not 
enough understanding. We must 


get to know the Koreans bet- 
ter " 


Davis follows his own instruc- 


tions He was in a fighter wing 
during the Korean war and still 
has many old friends in the Ko- 
rean 
military services. 
But 


since he was assigned here in 
May IWS. he has devoted con- 
siderable time to making new 
ones. Koreans find him and his 
wife Agatha warm and charm- 
ing 


He never loses sight that he is 


chief of staff. No. 2 man. of a 
U N. Command. 
His door is 


open to the liaison officers of 
the various countries represent- 
ed on the command His sched- 
ule is never so busy that he can- 
not
